Says All Englishmen Should Sup- 


port the Queen's Government 


la Its Treatment of the EaRtern Question — 


H« Deplore* War With United Europe 


But Would Recommend Fighting 


If It IB the Only Alternative.

London, Eng., Sept. 34.—Hon. Win. 


E. Gladstone has given to the Associ- 
ated Press a statement 
thut in his 


speech today at Liverpool he -will rec- 
ommend the warmest support of all 
Englishmen to the Queen's govern- 
ment, together with the largest discre- 
tion, assuming, however, that they 
will not include in their policy as 
proper the instrument of war with 
united Europe, but not at all excluding 
it from their choice, should they find it 
to be the only alternative open to them 
for action on the sole responsibility of 
this country for the fulfillment of 
covenants which had been disgracefully 
broken. It was expected that Gladstone 
would censure the government. 
Tho 


announcement of his intention has 
created a great sensation, and words of 
commendation for "the 
grand 
old 


man" and for his loyalty nre heard on 
all sides. 


In his speech, Mr. Gladstone coun- 


seled the withdrawal of the British 
ambassador from Turkey arid the uis- 
missal of the Turkish ambassador from 
London. 
Then England should inform 


the sultan that she would consider 
means of enforcing her just aud hu- 
mane demands. 


"I do not believe," ho said, "that 


Europe will make war to insure the 
continuance of massacres more terrible 
than were ever recorded in the dismal, 
deplorable history of human crime."

roused by the present outrages in Tur- 
key than they were by the atrocities in 
Bulgaria in 187ii. 


Continuing he says: "The question 


whether effect can be given to the 
national indignation is now in the 
balance, arid will probably be soon dc- 
cidjed. 
I have read in some Austrian 


newspapers 
an 
affected 
scruple 


against sole action by any one state 
in a European crisis; but there are 
two first-class powers who will not 
make that scruple their own. 
One of 


these is Russia, who, in 1878, earned 
lasting honors by liberating Bulgaria 
,and helping onward the freedom and 
security of the Balkan states. The 
other power is France, which, in 1840, 
took up the cause of Egypt and pushed 
:it, single-handed, to the verge of a 
European war. 


Mr. Gladstone proceeds to denounce 


the "great assassin," and continues: 


"For more than a year he has tri- 


umphed over the diplomacy of the six 
powers." 


"They have been laid prostrate at 


his feet. 
There is no parallel in his- 


tory to the humiliation they have so 
patiently borne. The impending ques- 
tion seems to be not whether but when 
'and where he will proceed to his next 
murderous exploits. The question for 
Europe and each power is whether he 
shall be permitted to swell by more 
myriads the tremendous total of his 
victims. 


"In other years, when I possessed 


power, 1 did my best to promote tho 
concert of Europe, but I sorrowfully 
admit that all the good done in Tur- 
key during the last '20 years was done, 
not by it, but more nearly despite 
if 


The letter concludes by expressing 


the hope that the French peonle will 
pursue a policy worthy of their great- 
ness, their fame and the high place 
they have held in European Christian 
history.

In the coarse of a difficulty with a 


gang of hobos m the N. & W. freight 
yards Weduesday night, E. G. Wilson, 
a braketuau, shot aud seriously, per- 
haps fatally, wounded a tramp ma- 
chinist from Pittsbnrg, named Sulli- 
van. Sullivau is now in the city hos- 
pital and Wilson is held at the station 
house awaiting an investigation. 


The shooting occurred about eleven 


o'clock last night. Extra east-bound 
freight No. 59, in charge of Conductor 
JKilgore, pulled in on the siding at the 
depot. 
A fire was noticed in one of 


the cars standing on the siding up 
above the freight house, aud Brakemau 
Wilson was sent to investigate. 
There 


were five hobos in the car aud they had 
built a fire inside the car. Wilson 
ordered them to put it out aud get 
away. They complied with his request, 
but as he turned to walk away, oiie of 
the hobos applied an insulting name to 
him. 
Wilson knocked him down with 


his fiat and the rest of the gang ran 
down the track. 
When the brakeman 


reached the caboose of his train, fpu 
of the hobos were in waiting for him. 
They attacked him and knocked him 
under the car. He opened fire ou them 
with his revolver. 
Two shots were 


fired. The last one struck the man 
Sullivan, who ran over across into 
Birmingham's garden to the pike and 
then down to the d«pot, where ho fell 
exhausted. 


Officer Heisol was near by at the 


time of the shooting. 
The patrol 


wagoii wna called aud the wounded 
man, Brakemau Wilson and oue of the 
hoboa, named Miltou, who was with 
Sullivau at the time of the shooting, 
were taken to the station house. 
Sul- 


livan was suffering great pain. Drs. 
Kardin and Halderman were called. 
The bullet, a 38-caliber, was found to 
have entered the left side of the stom- 
ach, ranged downward, aud lodged in 
the right side. It is couaidered a very 
dangurous wound. 
The injured man 


was removed to the hospital this morn- 
ing. 
Ho ia a big, strong, robust man, 


and his iron constitution may pull him 
through. 


Wilson, the brakomau who did tho 


shooting, is a youug mat). Ho is mar- 
ried and livos in Columbus. Ho has 
been ou tbo N. & W. for a miraber of 
years and is of a quiet, peaceful dispo- 
sition.

There 
were no indictments found against any 
of the saloon-keepers for violation of 
the liquor law. Not even a single com- 
plaint was reported to the prosecuting 
attorney or any member of the grand 
jury.
